All In 


With only a few last minute details 
to be taken care of and keeping a 
watchful eye on the weather, all is 
just about ready for the city’s 
seventh annual Fiesta Days 
celebration.

The entire event is sponsored by 
the Yorba Linda Service League and 
has the cooperation of numerous 
clubs and organizations who enter 
the parade, have booths or both. 

The parade will start at Plumosa 
and Avolinda, proceed south to 
Lemon, east to Main, south across 
Imperial then west on Yorba Linda 
Blvd. to the Nixon School at Eureka.

Pupil Absence 
Check Urged 


Parental fear about the well being 
of their children on the way to or on 
the way home from school has been 
heightened in this area recently with 
the death of a youngster at an oil well 
site in Placentia. 

A system whereby either the 
school or the parent could check with 
each other if a child does not arrive 
at school or at home on schedule is 
being advocated. 

It is being tried on a pilot basis in 
Placentia Schools and an interested 
mother from that city, Mrs. John 
(Maureen) Mortensen has urged the 
Yorba Linda School District to take 
similar action. 

Mrs. Mortenson spoke to the 
Board of Trustees at last week’s 
meeting. She was supported by a 
Yorba Linda mother who told of her 
child being accosted enroute to catch 
the bus. A man reportedly tried to 
force the six year old girl into a van in 
full view of the bus driver and other 
children. 

Trustees and administrators 
agreed to explore the possibilities of 
a preventative plan as quickly as 
possible. 

The local board heard a lengthy 
report from Con Leatherman of the 
County Department of Education on 


a comprehensive study being made 
into the program for gifted children. 

Yorba Linda and Placentia School 
Districts are coordinating their 
efforts in this regard with the County 
Superintendent's Office. Leather- 
man _ indicated this combined 
approach may facilitate the granting 
of funds to implement the program. 

If study recommendations are 
accepted and the state funds the new 
program the present gifted chil- 
dren’s program will be totally 
revamped and streamlined. It will 
also cost less at the local level, he 
said. 

The possibility of a revenue 
increase election in the near future 
was discussed at the meeting. 
Superintendent Sterling Fox re- 
vealed that the district now is 15th or 
last on a list of Orange County 
Districts in the amount of money 
spent per pupil. 


The district recently lost such an 
election and had to curtail several 
programs. Some restoration of funds 
was made when state aid was 
allocated. 

Fox said the district spends 
$951.37 per pupil or $100 less than 
the county median. 


Youngster Molested 


The Orange County Sheriffs 
Department is conducting an 
intensive investigation in connection 
with the reported abduction and 
molestation of a _ five-year-old 
Glenknoll kindergarten student on 
her way home from school. 

The attack, which included 
molestation but not rape of the child, 
and cuts and bruises to her person, 


‘took place last Tuesday noon as the 


small girl walked a half mile to her 
Yorba Linda home. 

No suspect has been apprehended 
but sheriffs officers are seeking to 
locate a light blue van. 


Sgt. Keith Roberts, of the 
department, said the child had been 
walking to her home where a 
babysitter was waiting. When the 
child failed to appear at the usual 
time, the babysitter began a search 
for her. The youngster arrived home 
crying and indicated she had been 
physically restrained. She-was taken 
to Orange County Medical Facility in 
Orange, where her condition was 
confirmed. 


Sgt. Roberts urged anyone with 
information on the incident to 
contact him at 834-3088.

Citizens Chides 


The Yorba Linda City Council was 
gently but firmly chided Monday 
night for ‘‘getting away from the 
basic tenents of incorporation.”’ 

Scolding the council members was 
John Winland who said he had 
**saved up”’ the five minutes allotted 
for oral presentations ‘‘for six 
months’’ so he could have his say. 

Winland reminded the council 
members that the voters had given 
them a “‘mandate”’ and that they 
were elected ‘because of your 
conservative principals.”’ 

The speaker expressed dismay at 
indications of growing bureaucracy 
in city governments, being too 
concerned .-about horse trails and a 
‘park in every neighborhood.”’ 

Winland declared that growth is 
an asset but it can reach the point of 
being a liability. He urged that firm

Chaput and Castro were critical of 
Wedaa, Councilman Whit Cromwell 
and Mayor Carolyn Ewing adopting 
the salary increases in their 
absence. 

Chaput asked only that he have 
information that the decision to 
grant the pay hikes was based on. 
Council met in executive session 
later to discuss the matter.

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Rural Area Zoning 


Still Undecided 


Property owners in a Placentia- 
Yorba Linda-Brea-Orange County 
district, north of Imperial Highway 
and west of Rose Drive, who have 
pressed for more than a year for 
considerations on zoning around 
their agricultural property, had 
victory within their grasp last 
Tuesday...but lost it temporarily in a 
split council of three members. 

The area’s zoning problems, 
which have seesawed back and 
forth, in Placentia City Council and 
Planning Commission meetings, 
and even threatened to enter the 
courts, began with the annexation of 
the acreage into the city of Placentia. 

The homeowners within the 
annexation live on half acre to 1% 
acre properties, which permits them 
the right to keep horses, rabbits and 
other farm accessories. 

Testifying a multitude of times at 
city meetings, the property owners 
have pointed out that their 
agreement to being annexed into 
Placentia was on the provision that 
they be allowed to maintain their 
zoning and that vacant property that 
came in with them would be kept 
residential. 

In ensuring months the Placentia 
City Council rezoned the adjoining 
vacant area in the annexation to R-3, 
PUD, which led to the planning of a 
high density apartment develop- 
ment next to the rural properties. 
This development has since been 
halted, with the property owners 
testifying frequently, against it. The 
development is now in quiescence. 

The threatened court actions 
involve the cessation of the high 
density apartment development and 
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homeowners pursuance of their 
rights on annexation. 

With ohly three councilmen 
aboard at last Tuesday night’s 
meeting (Councilman Robert Langer 
was in Russia and Councilman 
George De Jesus was suffering from 
an eye injury), a unanimous vote of 3 
was imperative to’ adopt a new 
zoning for the area, now dictated to 
be low density to conform with a 
recent change in the general plan. 

Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan 
and Councilman Jack Gomez wished 
to label the entire piece with R-A 
(Residential-Agricultural) zoning, 
fearful that new developments in the 
R-1 (single family residential) 
section or unoccupied area might 
lead new owners to believe they 
would have the same farm privileges 
as the now occupied R-A lands. 

Mayor Robert Lyons believed the 
R-A zoning, with fewer habitations 
per acre, to be impractical, ‘‘There 
isn’t any place for R-A in the city that 
isn’t already R-A,”’ he stated. ‘‘We 
haven't developed any R-A property 
in the city in 12 years.”’ 

Action on the zoning was 
continued until November 4 council 
meeting, when a full attendance is 
expected.

Opposed Condominiums
